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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The amendment filed on 12/26/2000 is entered. However, Claims 9-14 have 
been rejected in view of the newly discovered prior art of Myazawa (IDS) below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 9-14 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Myazawa 
(European Patent Number 633,488). 

4. As to claim 9, Myazawa teaches a magnetic display device including a 
transparent panels (2) (col. 4, lines 28-35), the magnetic display 120 generally 
comprises a display unit 122 mounted in a rectangular frame 121. The display unit 122 
with the magnetic fluid therein carries a multiplicity of R (red) pixels, G (green) pixels 
and B (blue) pixels arrayed at equal intervals of a predetermined pitch p throughout the 
screen for color image (col. 13, lines 41-50). 

5. As to claim 10, Myazawa teaches the magnetic fluid 4 which allows the magnetic 
particles 4a to be uniformly dispersed and constantly suspended can be prepared by 
mixing the magnetic particles 4a with a surface active agent solution at a desired ratio 
for application or by suspending in an appropriate fluid, e.g. water, a high concentration 
of the magnetic particles 4a stably dispersed with the use of a surface active agent (col. 
4, lines 19-27). The magnetic fluid 4 in the magnetic fluid display board 1 may 
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continuously be distributed throughout the screen area or separated into small 
compartment (col. 4, lines 36-39). 

6. As to claims 11-14, Myazawa teaches a transparent layer 2 corresponding to the 
claimed upper and lower flat sheet member (see figure 1), the magnetic particle 4a 
corresponding to the claimed a microcapsules (col. 4, lines 12-18). 

7. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 9-14 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.

8. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
